is to list out a deep furrow and drop 
seed potatoes in the newly turned row.

Over the straw 
he puts two inches of dirt. and then 
more straw . 
No cultivation is required 
Last year Mr. Ju d ea’s potatoes ranged 


from the size of a hen’s egg to a pint 


cup. 
Scouring straw for lins interesting 


experiment is the hardest p art of the 


work this year. 
However, prairie hay 


could ho substituted and fo r a home 


garden the cost would not he prohibi­ 


tive.
